May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, have 
the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Fifteenth 
Annual Report. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1873, we have inspected 
the several Institutions which receive grants from Parliament. 
These are : — 



1. Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — 

a. Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. Richmond Surgical Hospital. 



3. Steevens’s Hospital. 

4. Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital; and 

9. Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of the 

Concordatum Fund. 



When engaged in these inspections we made careful inquiry 
respecting the state and condition of each institution, to ascertain 
if the comforts of the patients were duly provided for, the 
buildings kept in good repair, and the general management 

satisfactory. , .... ,. 

We have since issued the Circular (No. 1, Appendix; requesting 
any information or suggestions which the Governors of each 
hospital might be desirous to offer in respect to its fimds man- 
agement, &c.,&c. ; and we give their replies m Appendix (to 2). 

Owing to the increased cost of fuel, provisions, wages, and the 
other necessaries imperatively required for the due working of 
public hospitals, as well as on account of the liabilities incurred 
during the recent epidemic of small-pox, the admission of patients 
was necessarily restricted.

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4 Fifteenth Report of the Board of Dublin Hospitals. 

Tlie retain of the total number of patients under treatment for 
the year ended 31st March, 1873, was 10,105, being a decrease of 
2,190 as compared with that of preceding year (1871-72). 

The income from all sources, including £15,722 15s. 9c2. Govern- 
ment grants, and £1,460 city and county assessments, has been 
£36,119 Is. 10 d . ; of this amount £5,276 2s. Gd. was received from 
subscriptions and donations, being £1,198 0s. 3 cl less than previous 
year; £3,412 15s. 4 d. from bequests, being £2,448 5s. 7 d. more; 
and £172 ICs. 8ci. from charity sermons, being £237 15a. lOd. less 
than preceding year. 

The amount expendedon alcoholic stimulants was£l, 301 14s. 3d., 
being £274 0s. lOd. less than last year, but in proportion to the 
number of patients much the same. 

The sum total for maintaining these hospitals was £33,426 8s. 
showing £140 15s. lOd. in excess of previous year. 

Westmorland Lock Hospital. 

57 patients were in this hospital on the 1st April, 1872 ; 752 
were admitted during the year ; 745 discharged ; 14 died ; and 55 
remained on the 31st March, 1873. 

9 children were born in the hospital during the year. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 57'65. 

The patients remained in hospital an average of 25'72 days. 
The mortality was TS3 per cent, on the number treated to a 
termination. 

On the day of inspection the several departments of this 
hospital appeared to be in a satisfactory condition. The wards 
were clean and airy. The bed-clothes of the patients were 
neatly arranged, but the blankets were old and seemed insuffi- 
cient for winter use. The dietary list was modified and a more 
liberal scale substituted for that formerly in use, and the arrange- 
ments for serving the rations were carried out with more regard 
for the comforts of the patients. 

We examined the prescribing books for extra diets and 
stimulants, and they appeared to provide a careful cheek on the 
consumption of such stores. 

The expenditure on alcoholic stimulants as shown by return 
was £49 18s. id. against £66 3s. Gd. in the preceding year. 

With a view to the moral improvement of the patients, the 
Governors have endeavoured to give effect to the recommendations 
of the Hospital Commissioners of 1855, and have accordingly 
determined to place the patients in separate wards regulated by 
the following classification : — • 

1st. Patients admitted for the first time. 

2nd. Convalescent patients and those admitted from asylums. 
3rd. Married women patients. 

4th. Patients who have been in hospital for the second or third 
time. 

It is satisfactory to find that since the year 1868, 82 patients 
were restored to their friends, 128 sent to asylums and peniten- 
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tiaries, 112 to poorhouses, 40 placed in employment as laundry 
servants, and 55 as ward maids and kitchen maids. 

Many of the asylum and pool-house cases were re-admitted in 
consequence of relapse of disease, and after again receiving medi- 
cal treatment in this hospital were sent back to their respective 
asylums and poorhouses. 

A certain number of patients who give hope of reformation, are 
employed as assistant nurses and laundry maids in the Institution; 
they get better rations than the other patients, and in addition 
to clothing receive each £4 11s. 3d. annually as wages. 



Stbevens’s Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1872, 149 patients remained in hospital, and 
during the year 1,913 were admitted; 1,864 discharged, and 60 
died ; giving a mortality of 3' 12 per cent, on 1,924 cases treated to 
a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 138'63. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 24’54 
days. 

We found this hospital in excellent order, the comforts of the 
patients well attended to, the wards were clean,, and the cubic 
space allowed to each bed ample, with the exception of the attic 
of the right wing, which we alluded to in our last report. 
We consider it would be very desirable to have this part of the 
hospital remodelled. 

The total expenditure on alcoholic stimulants during the past 
year was £173 19s. 4 d„ being £101 12s. 8 d. less than the pre- 
ceding year, and a decided decrease in proportion to the number 
of patients. 

Meath Hospital. 

On the 1st April 88 patients remained in hospital ; 1,111. were 
admitted during the year ; 1,026 were discharged, and 80 died. 

The average number of beds daily occupied throughout the 

year was 85'02. , QQ 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 25 88 
days. The mortality was 7’23 per cent, on the number treated to 

a termination. , , . . 

The entire establishment presented a neat and orderly appear- 
ance ; the floors were well 'scrubbed, and the patients carefully 

attended. , . . . „ 

We visited the new fever department, which was m course ol 
construction near the right wing of the hospital. It . is on one 
floor a short distance from the main building, and consists of two 
moderate sized male and female wards, each, designed to accom- 
modate 8 patients. These wards are ventilated hy open fare- 
places and windows, having bath-room, water-closet, scullery, 

and nurses’ apartment adjoining. „ 

This new department will place at the disposal of the Governois 
two wards in the general hospital, thus permitting them to empty 
the wards in rotation for thorough airing and whitewashing- 
This sanitary arrangement has hitherto been only partially 
carried out. 
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(JORK-STREET FEVER HOSPITAL. 

102 patients remained in this Institution on the 1st April, 
1872; 1,080 -were admitted, 1,014 discharged, and 111 died; 
giving a mortality of 9’87 per cent, on 1,125 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 67'47. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 2084 days. 

When we inspected this hospital, the fever wards of the new 
building which is in continuous occupation of contagious and 
other febrile diseases, were clean, well ventilated, and in excel- 
lent order. 

On investigating the condition of the old building recently 
appropriated to the treatment of small-pox patients, we did not 
consider the construction of the wards satisfactory ; they are 
too small and imperfectly ventilated. 

In the event of a future epidemic we suggest that better 
provision be made for the reception of such patients. 

It appears that the administration of alcoholic stimulants was 
rather increased in this institution during the past year, the amount 
expended on this head being £372 8s. Id, which is t£39 8s. 3d 
in excess of the previous year. 

The highest numbers in hospital were in April and J une, the 
lowest in September and March. 

House of Industry Hospitals. 

Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

90 cases remained in this hospital on the 1st April, 1872 ; 771 
were admitted during the year; 709 discharged, and 115 died; 
giving a mortality of 13'94 per cent, on 824 cases treated to a 
termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 4G'77. The 
time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 19'83 days. 

Whitworth Hospital. 

35 patients were in the house on the 1st April, 1872 ; 623 were 
admitted during the year; 557 discharged, and 64 died; giving a 
mortality of 10'31 per cent, on 621 cases treated to a termination. 

The average daily number of beds occupied was 44'81. 

The patients remained in hospital an average of 24'86 days. 

Richmond Hospital. 

64 patients remained on the 1st April, 1872 ; 1,027 were ad- 
mitted, 995 discharged, and 64 died during the year, giving a 
mortality of 2'93 per cent, on 1,025 surgical cases treated to a 
termination. 

The daily average number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 67'73. 

The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 22'65 days. 

We found these hospitals in thorough repair, the wards and 
corridors clean, and the wants and comforts of the patients 
appeared to be properly and carefully considered. 

The grounds attached to each hospital were neatly laid out ; 
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they are largely used by the convalescent patients for exercise 
and recreation, and favour the restoration of health. 

The beds in the Richmond and Whitworth Hospitals consist of 
curled hair mattresses furnished with saving covers, which can be 
removed and washed when necessary. 

The beds were clean and comparatively new. The use of straw 
for bedding of fever patients is necessarily retained in the 
Hardwicke. 

The water is as yet obtained from the canal, but we have been 
informed that the Governors are in treaty with the Corporation 
for a supply of Yartry water. 

The expenditure on alcoholic stimulants, as shown in appendix, 
was £201 4s., being £237 14.s. 6 cl. less than preceding year. 

■Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

On 1st April, 1872, 25 labour patients were in hospital; 
1,321 were admitted during the year ; 1,294 discharged (including 
142 not in labour) ; 29 died ; and 23 remained on the 31st March, 
!S73. 

12 chronic cases remained on 1st April, 1872 ; 251 were admitted 
during the year, 248 discharged, and 2 died. 

The mortality in the labour cases was 2'46 per cent. 

The average daily number of beds occupied during the year 
by labour patients was 28‘27 ; by chronic cases 1T56. 

The labour cases averaged 7'67 days in hospital ; the chronic 
16'65 days. 

On inspection we were much gratified with the appearance of 
the wards and corridors of this hospital; cleanliness and ventila- 
tion were scrupulously attended to. The condition of the 
patients appeared excellent. 

Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

On the 1st April, 1872, there were 9 patients remaining in the 
labour wards ; 362 were admitted during the year ; 360 discharged 
(including 28 not in labour) ; 4 died, and 7 remained on the 31st 
March, 1873. 

In the chronic wards of the institution 6 cases remained at the 
commencement of the year; 55 were admitted; 56 discharged; 1 
died, and 4 remained on the 31st March, 1873. 

The mortality of chronic cases was 1'75 per cent.; that of 
the labour cases 1T9 per cent. 

■When we inspected this hospital the wards were clean and in 

good condition. . 

The new building, including dispensary and chrome wards, was 
complete, and partly occupied by patients. 

On the occasion of our visit we adverted to the comparatively 
hio-h cost of this institution, and have since directed, the careful 
consideration of the Managing Committee to this subject, in order, 
if possible to retrench the expenditure without lessening the 
necessary comforts of the patients. We are of opinion that 
greater economy might be combined with equal efficiency. 
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Hospital foe Incurables. 

On the 1st April 157 eases were in this institution ; since that 
time 51 were admitted ; 11 discharged ; 46 died ; and 154 remained 
on the 31st March, 1873. 

The mortality on the total number under treatment was 21 SO 
per cent. ; on the number treated to a termination 80'70 per cent. 

The daily number of beds occupied throughout the year was 
151-67. The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
262-36 days. 

On the occasion of our inspection of this institution we found 
the wards orderly, the beds clean with sufficient covering, and the 
comforts of the patients well attended to. 

We think that better ventilation would be insured by the 
substitution of movable screens for the permanent wooden parti- 
tions which at present separate the beds in some of the wards. 

St. Mark’s. 

20 patients were in this institution on the 1st April, 1872 ; 
since that time 394 were admitted; 393 discharged, and 21 
remained on the 31st March, 1873. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 16'47, and the number of days spent in hospital by each 
patient averaged 14-52 days. No death occurred during the 
year. 

This hospital was not as clean as it should have been. 

Classified lists of the diseases of the patients admitted into the 
different hospitals, and of those of which patients died, are given 
in the Appendix No. 3. 

We append Tables (Nos. 4, 5, and 6) which show in detail the 
year’s income and expenditure of each institution ; the number 
of patients treated ; the mortality in each ; the average daily 
number of beds occupied in each throughout the year, and the 
average cost per bed.

on 31st March next, have contributed to produce a corresponding result 
during the current financial year.

Mem. — It is estimated that the close of the Accounts for the 
current year, to end 31st March, 1874, will exhibit 
a further reduction of (probably), . . 200 0 0 
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An experience of fifteen months’ trial of the new dietary for patients ; 
improved formularies for preparation of the various diets ; together with 
the prescribing and check-books introduced in September, 1872, has 
fully proved their great utility. 

In the opinion expressed by your Board in their last amiual report, 
as to the desirability of substituting cocoa-fibre or hair mattresses for 
straw beds in hospitals not appropriated to fever cases, the Governors 
entirely concur, and have already proceeded to give practical effect to 
their conviction by ordering the purchase of as many mattresses as the 
present state of the funds admitted of. The maternity ward, the ward 
reserved for cases of illness past hope of recovery, and the ward set apart 
for married women patients are now supplied with mattresses of the 
approved kind. The canvas ticks of the obsolete straw beds have been 
washed, altered, and converted into portable saving-covers for the 
mattresses, thus conducing to cleanliness and economy. 

The objection heretofore raised that the married women patients were 
not sufficiently isolated from the general patients has been now com- 
pletely met and removed, by the erection of a new water-closet and 
lavatory in connexion with No. 6 ward for the exclusive use of the 
former class of patients. In this water-closet the rain-water pipes 
outside house, as well as the Yartry supply, have been utilized for flush- 
ing purposes with entire success. 

A complete system, of registering and ticketing the clothing belonging 
to all patients coming into the hospital has been established, together 
with proper books, &c., for carrying out same, with satisfactory results. 

A new ward summary book for diets, &c., and a stock book regulating 
and controlling the receipts and issues of stimulants, in lieu of “the 
medical extras book” formerly in use, have been designed by the 
Registrar, submitted to and adopted by the Governors. 

The strictest cleanliness and order continue to be maintained through- 
out the institution. The front of the hospital and some of the resident 
officers’ apartments have been newly painted and renovated. 

The roof of the main building is still in urgent need of renewal. The 
matter is at present under the consideration of the Governors, but 
unless they receive special assistance from Government they do not see 
how they can undertake this heavy item of expenditure amounting pro- 
bably to £500.

Cork-street Fever Hospital, Dublin, 
November 27th, 1873. 

Silt, — I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
4th inst., and to inform you that the returns already forwarded furnish 
all the information at the disposal of the Managing Committee. 

The Governors think it right to state that they have had many com- 
munications with their physicians relative to the large consumption of 
stimulants, and the generally expensive treatment of the patients, but 
have been always assured by those officers that the utmost care was used 
in prescribing, and that the types of disease necessitated most generous 
treatment. 

The Governors also wish to state that the debt contracted during the 
epidemics of fever and small-pox, in the years 1865—6 and 1871-2, has 
seriously hampered the resources. 

Owing to the fluctuating character of the diseases, for the treatment 
of which this hospital is maintained, the Governors cannot, with safety 
to the public health, reduce the nursing staff from month to month in 
proportion to the average number of beds occupied, and therefore the 
cost per bed appears higher than the account of actual expenditure 
implies. 

In illustration of the necessity of keeping the staff ready for any 
emergency, I may state that the increase of patients admitted during 
September’ last was at the rate of 25 per cent, over those of the previous 
month : admitted in October, 10 per cent, less than September, and the 
present month shows an average increase of 70 per cent, over the previous

Sxe, I am directed by the Board of Governors of tire House of Industry 

Hospitals to acknowledge the receipt of your circular of the 4th ultimo, 
and in reply to acquaint you, for the information of the Board of Super- 
intendence, that during the year ended 31st r March, 1873, 16,373 extern 
patients were prescribed for at these hospitals and the dispensary at- 
tached thereto, a large proportion of those patients having been supplied 
with medicine and bandages, and 416 trusses distributed gratuitously to 
the ruptured poor. These particulars, taken in conjunction with the 
returns already transmitted to you of the number of intern patients 
treated during- the year referred to, complete the information applied for 
as to the state of the hospitals. 

The condition of the institution is satisfactory; all the buildings are 
in thorough repair; the hospitals and other departments have been cleansed 
and painted within and without ; the roofs overhauled and repaired, and 
tho entire front of the Richmond Hospital newly plastered in Portland 
cement and otherwise improved and renovated. 

The Governors regret having to add that their applications made to 
the Corporation on the 6th May, 1869, and 13th February, 4th April, 
23rd May, and 5th December of the present year, for a grant of Vartry 
water for the use of the inmates of these hospitals have not as yet been 
successful. The result is that the sick are obliged to use the water which 
although supplied free of cost is obtained from a contaminated source, 
namely, the harbour of the Royal Canal. 

As the subject is still under consideration, there is reason for hoping 
that the Water Works Committee will admit the claim which the hos- 
pitals of the House of Industry have to the favourable consideration of the 
Corporation of Dublin, more especially as a supply of "V artry water is 
already granted free to some other Dublin hosjhtals. 

The Governors have on the present occasion no other observations to 
offer.

The Lying-in Hospital,

Sir, — I am directed in reply to your letter of 4th November ult., 
requesting to be supplied with “ any information or suggestions respect- 
ing the state and condition of this institution ” that the Governors may 
deem necessary to forward, to state that the Board of Governors have, 
during the past year, continued the efforts which have beeu hitherto so 
successful for the maintenance, and still further improvement where 
possible, of the satisfactory condition of this hospital in all its sanitary 
arrangements, and (having due regard to the efficient working of the 
several departments of the hospital) for the observance of a cautious 
economy. 

. The Governors seeing that a large annual saving will be thereby 
effected, and with a view to the removal of everything likely to interfere 
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with the perfectly healthy condition of the wards, have dispensed with 
the use of straw for the beds, and have provided woven- wire mattresses 
for all the beds. 

The Governors desire to refer your Board to the returns recently 
forwarded to you for evidence of the satisfactory healthy condition of the 
hospital during the past year, in further illustration of which I am 
instructed to say that a copy of the Clinical Report for the year ended 
5th November, 1873, by the Master, George Johnston, esq., ji.d., will be 
shortly forwarded to you for the information of the Board of Superintend- 
ence. 

The attention of the Governors having been directed to the urgent 
necessity for extensive repairs, on account of the great age of the 
buildings, and the accumulated dilapidations of many years, and also to 
the necessity that exists for many alterations and improvements required 
for the internal economy and working of the charity, are issuing an 
appeal to the public for aid to effect these, and confident that the entire 
amount estimated as necessary will be contributed (a large proportion 
having been already obtained), they are about to order the most pressing 
part of the works to be proceeded with at once.

g IBj Tour letter of the 4th instant was submitted to the Board of 

Guardians and Directors of this Hospital at then- monthly meeting on 
Saturday, the 8th instant. 

I have been directed, in reply, to acquaint you, for the information ol 
the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, that in the early 
part of the current year the Guardians and Directors accepted a contract 
for the re-erection and enlargement of the larger portion of the original 
hospital, which was very old and for some time in a dilapidated state, 
for the sum of £5,340, which, it was calculated would reach £6,000, by 
the addition of fees of architects, measurer, clerk of works, &c. The 
Guardians and Directors felt justified in adopting this course, through the 
munificence of the late Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness, Bart., d.l., m.p., 
who contributed some time before his death £2,000 for this purpose, 
and of his son Sir Arthur E. Guinness, Bart., who recently placed £2,500 
in the hands of the Guardians and Directors with the like object. The 
old building was given up to the contractor on the 31st March last, and 
the new works have since made considerable progress. 

It was at first hoped that a portion of the old building, containing 
two large wards, might have been preserved, whereby great accommoda- 
tion would have remained and economy exercised ; but as the works 
progressed it became manifest that the upper portion was so decayed 
that the two upper stories at least must be taken down j and thus a 
considerable addition to the expenditure must be incurred, even for the 
preservation of the lower part of that structure, and with the loss of the 
two fine wards referred to, and which cannot be rebuilt owing to want 

° f Since the work commenced the Guinness dispensary has been used for 
an hospital, and every available spot whereon a bed could be fitted up 
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has been made use of. In this way there are twelve beds for lying-in 
eases and eight for cases of diseases of females. It is true that the beds 
are too crowded, but as this arrangement is of but a temporary character 
it is hoped no unsatisfactory result may ensue. Meanwhile, the staff is 
giving very enlarged attendance on midwifery cases at their own homes, 
and thus the least possible inconvenience will result to the sufferers 
seeking aid. 

I have further to inform you that a special meeting of the Board of 
Guardians and Directors was held on Saturday last, the 15th instant, 
when the death of the contractor, Mr. Henry Q.uin, was reported to 
them. This circumstance may materially affect some of their arrange- 
ments, and retard for a time the progress of the works, which were to 
have been completed within eighteen months from the date of the con- 
tract.
